Much excitement reigned throughout 
the day and several times hitter word-* 
were used. 
The excitement readied its 
climax in a highly dram atic scene be­ 
tween Mr. H epburn and Mr. Cannon 
w hen th e farm er used tho word “ lie" 
and “ liar” as he denounced the distin­ 
guished chairm an of the appro 
iatiou 
committee for attem pting “ to dishonor 
him .” 
The house was in riotous confusion 
during the quarrel. 
Members crowded 
the aisles and tho situation at one time 
was so threatening that Mr. W heeler <>f 
Kentucky sought to pour oil on the 
w aters by raising a point of order.

the two irate members curried their war 
to the very hilt. 
There was a show of 
peace at the closo of the incident bu; 
the feeling between the two men ran so 
so high that the mutual retractions with 
which incidents generally end, w ere but 
the cloaks for the keenest anil most cut­ 
ting sarcasm.

necessary oil which to excavate, con­ 
struct and protect a canal of such depth 
and capacity as will be sufticient for tho 
movem ent of ship.-, of the greatest ton­ 
nage and draft now in use. from a point 
near Greytown on the Oarribean sea via 
Lake N icaragua to Bro to on the Bael Ii I 
ocean, ami such sum as may fie necamrv 
to secure control is here appropriated 
out of any money in the treasury not 
ot her wise appropriated. 
Sec. 3. That when tho president ha* 
secured control over the territory in sec­ 
tion I referred to, ho shall direct the 
secretary of w ar to excavate and con­ 
struct a canal and w aterw ay from a 
point mi the Caribbean sea near G rey­ 
town, by wny of Lake Nicaragua, to n 
point near Brob! oil tho Pacific ocean 
Such canal shall lie of such w idth and 
depth as it may be used by vessels of 
the largest tonnage anil greatest depth 
now in list*, and shall bo supplied xvi th 
all necessary locks and other appliances 
to meet the necessities of vessels passing 
from Greytown to Breto; aud the secre-1 
tary of war shall also construct such j 
safe and commodious harbors at the te r-, 
minals of said canal and sud! provisions 
for defense as may be necessary for tbs j 
safety and protection of said canal aud 
barlior.s. 
Sec. 3. That the president shall cause 
such surveys as may be necessary for 
said canal and harbors aud in the con- j 
struction of the same shall employ such 
persons as he may deem necessary. 
Sec. 4. That in the excavation of said 
canal the San Juan river and lake N ic­ 
aragua or such parts of each as may be 
made available shrill be used. 
Sec. 5. That in any negotiations with 
the states of O o^a Rica or Nicaragua 
the president may have, the president iii 
authorized to guarantee to said states 
the use of said canals and harbors upon 
such terms as may be agreed upon for 
all vessels owned by said states or by 
citizens thereof. 
Sec. ii. T hat the sum of $10,000,000 is 
hereby appropriated out of any money 
in the treasury not otherwise appropri­ 
ated, tow ard the project herein contem­ 
plated, and the secretary of w ar is fu rth ­ 
er hereby authorized to eater into a con­ 
tract or contracts for m aterials and work 
that m ay be deemed necessary from tho ' 
proper excavation, construction, com­ 
pletion and defense of said canal, to be J 
paid for as appropriations may from 
tune to time be hereafter made not to ex-1 
ceed in the aggregate $140,000,000.”
